‘Where 
is an uninterrupted waterway from Fort MeMurray 
clear to Eludson’s Hope in the Rockies, except for 
the short portage that has to be made near Fort 
Vermilion, What was thought of this country over 
twenty years ago by the late Dr. Dawson is shown 
by a dilapidated British Columbia bluebook whieh 
came into the writer’s lands the other day, to whieh 
that distinguished explorer and scientist contributed, 
Here is part of what he wrote: 

“The part of the Peace River country,” Dr. Daw- 
son declared, “of which [am able, from personal 
knowledge, to speak, is that lying south of the 
s7th parallel of latitude and reaching to the Atha- 
basca River, and has an approximate area of 36,558 
square miles, ‘She Peace River country, | should 
state, is naturally separated from the Upper Saskat- 
chewan by a band of poor land along the Athabasca. 
The average elevation of this region is about. 2,000 
feet above the sea, or a litthe more than that. ‘he 
soil is a very fine silt, which, where it is the best, 
very much resembles that of the Red River Valley, 
and is quile different from most of the soil inter- 
vening between the Red River Valley and the Peace 
River country. ‘he fertility of the soil, owlng to 
the small attempts yet made at cultivation in that 
district, is chiefly evinced by the ext raordinary 
luxuriance of the natural vegetation found upon it. 
[In general the Peace River Country is more or less 
densely wooded, but there are considerable areas of 
prairie land also, West of the Smoky river, I have 
estimated that the areas aggregate 3,000, miles or 
1,920,000 acres. One of the largest prairies —Grand 
Prairie, south of Dunvegan Pass, has an area of 
230,000 acres, nearly all prairie, with a few scattered 
groves of trees, ‘Ihe soil is magnificent; it is wa- 
tered by beautiful streams, and is altogether one 
of the most attractive countries in a state of nature 
I have ever seen, ‘I'he rest of the tract, 31,550 
square miles, which from its flat character, and low 
elevation, constitutes the arable region, is, as a rule, 
wooded, and for the most part, with second growth 
wood, which consists of poplar, birch and spruce, 
Taking this area again, and deducting all the known 
districts which contain poor soil, and 20 per cent. 
besides to cover other areas which could not be cul- 
tivated, it leaves an area of the Peace River Valley, 
with soil suited to agriculture, of 23,500 square 
miles, 

“To give some idea of the value of the region 
as an agricultural country, taking the area I have 
given, and stipposing as a measure of its capacity— 
merely, of course, as an empirical supposition for 
the purpose of estimating its value, that the whole 
were sown in whieat, at twenty bushels to the acre, 
it would produce over 470,000,000 bushels of wheat 
annually. I believe that the whole of this area 
would eventually be cultivated, 
sure that over every part of it, wheat will ripen and: 
he a sure:crop, but as far as we can judge ofthe 
climate; 163 ‘{8-a9 good as, or better than that of Td- 
montofi On the Saskatchewan River; and where 
wheat has been tried in the Peace River country, 
as a matter of fact, it succeeds, as well as other 
crops, stich as oats and barley. We have there- 
fore, every reason to believe that over the greater 
part of this area, wheat will be a satisfactory and 
sure crop. If only the estimated prairie be taken 
as immediately susceptible of cultivation, its yield, at 
the above rate estimated, would be 38,400,000 bush- 
els.”

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Mr. Joe Martin, M.P—His Stormy 
Political Career.

Mr. Joseph Martin has for -once 
taken by surprise even Canadians who 
know_him, and who among Canadians 
do not know him?. It is not that we 
did not expect him to start trouble at 
Westminster. We were qutie confid- 
ent that he would. But we did not 
expect him to begin so soon. He has 
broken all his own records. His pre- 
vious feats were tame as compared 
with! this: last one. 

Those who remember his Manitoba 
career* will recall that he was al- 


.]most two years in that province be- 


fore he forced his way into the Legis- 
lature. It is true he was younger 
‘then’ than now and. may have been 
afflicted with what he would term 
diffidence. Once in the House, how- 
ever, he kept the political life of 
Manitoba in a ferment till he broke 
into. federal politics in 1893 as mem- 
ber for Winnipeg. At that time the 
Liberals, with which party he was 
then associated, were in opposition, 
and Mr. Martin worked harmoniously 
for the common cause till 1896, when 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier carried the coun- 
try, and very ungratefully cast. Mr. 


his constituency, aside, It is not. ex- 
aggeration to. say, that Sir Wilfrid 
was afraid of Mr.. Martin. No one 
man power can exist where Mr. Mar- 
tin is unless sit. ‘be Mr. Martin him- 
self. Ostracised by the federa! Lib- 
eral party, Mr. Martin. came = to 
British Columbia ‘in“1897, and in 1898 
we find him a member of the provin- 
cial legislature-and Attorney-General 
in the Semlin government. That was 
pretty . quick work... But he did bet- 
ter than that. He disrupted the gov- 
ernment of which he’ was a member 
in the. following ‘year, and in 1900. 
formed :an administration’ which is 
still remembered .from the fact that 
his cabinet, with" "the. exception of 
himself, consisted. “entirely of men 
who were not members of the legis- 
lature...When;. three. months. later, 
Mr. Martin: appealed: to the country, 
he was left: with but one supporter 
in the House. From that time until 
he shook. the dust of the country from 
his boot soles hes was a disturbing but 
always successful factor” in’ every 
political situation in British Colum- 
bia. :

HERE AND THERE 


Those who think have often won- 
dered just how much we bring into 
the world with us of our accomplish- 
ments, or how much swe learn-as we 
jog along from early childhood. The 
probability it that we start absolutely 
from the bottom of the ladder, and 
acquire our knowledge and habits as 
we grow up, or learn in reality ¢rom 
others, including our language though 
of course inher this power of acquir- 
ing in a greater or less degree. 

Many have read the story of Mow- 
gli, by Rudyard Kipling, but few reai- 
ize that it may be in a great measure 
based on fact; for there is no doubt 
Sut that Kipling had run-across the 
stories of Indian children stolen by 
wild beasts and brought up by hem. 
In these cases it was found that these 
children, or grown Ddoys, had no hu- 
tran attributes, but lived and acted 
purely as animais and were without 
powers of speech. 

‘Hence * goes to show how smpor:- 
ant is education if it gives us most 
of what we value in after dife. It also 
shows how important it is that child- 
ren from the first should have the 
best of training, for when not absorb- 
ing the best kind of training or intelli- 
gence they are piling up much of the 
worst; and many faults may not be so 
much inherited or the work of the evil 
one as absorbed from those by whom 
they are surrounded and from whom 
they learn

MADAME CURIE : 


FRREFKKKEKKA PKK HHS 


A’. middle-aged woman, 
with — pale. dace, Her 
features regular, clear-cut, and. of 
the: Polish type. Her lips. thin and 
slightly harsh-looking, sugegsting past 
privations. Her forehead remarkably 
high and crowned with waves of woid- 
en hair. Her face aflame with enthus- 
iasm. 

Such is Madame Curie, whom ‘her 
admirers call “the greatest woman in 
the world,” and who in conjunction 
with another French scientist, thas 
made ‘suoh wonderful discoveries re- 


garding the element pololiwm, which |. 


is 5,000 times rarer than radium. Of 
course it was Madame Curie who with 
her husband, discovered radium. 

She is one of ‘the very rare women 
with a passion for science, Most 
women lack tthe nicety of obsenvation, 
the atentian to minute detail, the 
patience, the physical strength, re- 
quired for laboratory work. With ther, 
however, it is different. Her love of 
research is an~inheritance. 

Her nursery was a laboratory, Forty 
years ago (Mme. Curie is atow in her 
forty-fifth year) she gave up ther dolls 
to play with retorts, crucibles and test 
tubes in the scientific workshop of her 
father, M. Sklodovski, professor of 
physics at a college in Varsova. Like 
most professors, he was not over gift- 
ed with pecuniary wealth, but ‘he 
nevertheless ‘contrived to spend a con- 
siderable portion of his income on 
scientific experiments. 

‘His little daughter, as soon as she 
could stoddle almost, spent ther play- 
time twith him. When she ‘was a little 
older, she constituted -herself this 
‘washer,” cleaning ‘the instruments 
and apparatus after he had done with 
it. Quietly she would don an old 
apron over her short frock and busy 
herself with washing.and dmying 
flasks, beakers, mortars, burettes, 
pipettes. These were her toys and she 
handled them: reverently. 

When she grew older she began to 
beann ‘the various places in the labora- 
tory for every instrument and every 
bottle and something of their mean- 
ing. 

Struggle Upwards 

Poverty is usually recognized as 
pinching a woman harder than a man. 
It needed all the girl scientist’s pluck 
and enthusiasm to sustain ‘her duting 
her early student days ‘in ‘Paris. The 
pale-faced thigh4browed girl who was 
afterwards to divide with her husband 
and M. Becquerel the ‘Noble Science 
award of $20,000 and who was des- 
itined to:be the first woman ‘to be ap- 
pointed to a chair at the Paris Sor- 
bonne, was $0 poor, that when she first 
arrived in that city she had to go 
to study at a municipal morking-class 
technical school, It was in ‘the labora- 
tory here that her wonderful capa- 
bilities attracted the attention of 
Professor Curie, whom she. subse- 
quently married. 

(Mme. Curie lives frugally in a quiet 
house in Paris, screened from the 
outer world by a high wall. When she 
is mot in her laboratory or indulging 
in ‘her favorite recreation, cycling, she 
is to be found teaching ther little 
daughter Irene of whom she is pas- 
sionately fond. For the mother fis nev- 
er lost sight of in the scientist. She is 
as devoted to ther home as though 
she had mever even heard of pitch- 
blende, 

Other women who might tbe in- 
clined to envy ther are disarmed by 
her modesty. ‘When an admirer be- 
labors her with compliments upon ther 
achievements she smiles almost in 
astonishment and shrugs her shoulders 
as though she had done sothing to 
make a fuss about. 

When, upon the death of her hus- 
band, she was appointed to a chair at 
the Sorbonne, the great seat of learn- 
ing in Paris, ét -was Mecided by several 
women to present her with a testi- 
monial. The occasion demnanded it (so 
it was thought) for was not Mme. 
Curie tehfirst woman who had ever 
achieved such an honor. 

The scientist’s reply, however, 
spoilt everything, She said quietly: “It 
would be contrary to my husband’s 
ideas and certainly to my own.” So 
her feminine admirers departed with 
out leaving their testimonials behind 
them. 

Yet, despite her modesty, it is known 
that she was more than a mere as- 
sistant to her husband. It is indeed 
claimed that she herself was the ori- 
ginator of the radiwm discoveries. The 
best testimonial to ther abilities came 
from Professor Curie himself when he 
was offered the decoration of the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor and re- 
fused at because the same decoration 
was not offered to his wife. 

Notes Nothing. 

She shares with most savants that 
faculty of abstraction that is so valu- 
able to those engaged in scientific 
work. When she is employed upon a 
difficult piece of research she hears 
nothing, sees nothing, and is unmoved

by anything thats not directly con- 
cerned ovith her investigations. It is 
said that once when in the middle of 
an absorbing experiment a servant ran 
into the laboratory screaming loudly, 
Madame, madame, I have swallowed 
a pin!” “Dhere, there, don’t cry,” 
said Mime. Curie soothingly, ‘here ds 
another that you may. have,” 

Mime, Curie thas a sister who is a 
notable doctor of medicine in Austria, 
and as an instance of heredity it may 
be stated that the famous. scientist 
believes that her dittle daughter shows 
promise of even more brilliant scien- 
tific power than herself, Ghe ds train- 
ing the child with the intention of 
developing these talents to the ut- 
most, 


A MONUMENT TO SEDDON 


Now, in the Imperial Capital’s Cath- 
edral—in the centre of the Empire he 


|served—we honor his memory in the 


land that gave him birth, as they 
honor it in the land that gave him 
fame, 

With these suggestive words, in the 
presence of a large company of peo- 
ple gathered from almost every quar- 
ter of the empire, the Duke of Argyll 
unveiled in the crypt at St. Paul’s Ca- 
thediral, on ‘February roth, a memorial 
to New Zealand’s late Prime Minis- 
ter, Mr. Richard John Seddon. It 
consists of a white marble portrait of 
Mr. Seddon in ‘high relief, with a 
bronze setting. .T'wo wreaths of laur- 
els are suspended from the upper cor- 
ners ‘bearing ithe names of the prin- 
cipal cities of New Zealand. Beneath 
the portrait are figures representing 
‘Administration’ and “Justice.” 

The memorial is inscribed as fol- 
lows :— ; 

Tio the memory of 
RIOHARD JOHN SEDDON, 
Prime Minister of New Zealand, 
1893-1906, 

Imperialist, Statesman, Reformer. 
Born June 22nd, 1845, at St. Helens, 
Lancashire. Died at sea, June 
1oth, 1906. Buried at Ob- 
servatory Hill, Welling- 
ton, New Zeland 


Among those who assembled were 

Sir Charles Lucas (representing the 
Colonial Office in the absence of Lord 
‘Crawe, who was attending the Cabi- 
met meating), the. Hon. W. Hall- 
Jones, High Commissioner for New 
Zealand; Mrs, Morice, daughter of 
Mr. Seddon, and ODr..\Morice, Lord 
Strathcona, ‘high commissioner for 
Canada, Sir Frederick Young, the 
Countess of Ranfurley, Mr. J. Cath- 
cart Wason, the mayor and deputy- 
mayor of St. Helens, Mr. ‘I’. Glover, 
M. P,, for St. Helens, Mr. Will 
Crooks, and Maori Chief Ramgiuia. 

At the outset the Duke of Argyll an- 
nounced that he thad received tthe fol- 
lowing cablegram from Mrs, Seddon: 
“Revere deeply national honor today; 
also ‘this message from Sir Joseph 
Ward, the present prime minister of 
New Zealand: “My thoughts are with 
you today.” 

‘After the hymn “For ever with the 
Lord,” the Duke of Argyll delivered an 
address. Mr. Seddon was, he said, 
like one of the heroic knights of Nor- 
thenn story who sailed [forth for con- 
quest and adventure on the track of 
the rising sun. Leaving his Lancas- 
trian home, he wrought a great work, 
in the southern seas, where a young 
community possessing a 
land, was free to try anew how its 
growth might be shaped to worthy 
ends, and the blemishes and failures 
known iby their fathers, he only re- 
membered’ .hat their causes might be 
avoided. He did much to realize ‘his 
ideal, and to cause New Zealand to 
fhe seen as a gracious hostess, welcom- 
ing the weary and the sorrow-laten, 
and giving to all hope and confidence 
and strength. Mr. Seddon gave no 
tincertain woice when the call came 
to prove the union of the Empire. 
“Loyalty,” the said, “is but kinship 
ten large, and every man and woman 
of the colony is proud of the crimson 
thread which makes the people of 
New Zealand loyal suns and daugh- 
ters of the British Empire. Whatever 
be the sacrifice, we cheerfully take 
our stand beside the Mother Coumn- 
try for the maintenance of her honor 
and the integrity of the empire.” 

After the Duke of Argyll had re- 
moved the Union Jack which covered 
the memorial a short service was con- 
ducted by Archdeacon Sinclair. The 
cathedral organist, Sir George ‘Martin, 
accompanied the musical portions on 
a harmonium. 

The memorial was the work of Sir 
George Frampton, R.A.
